First, in his initial post-funeral 
speech, Georgi Malenkov spoke 
of a desire for peace and did not 
couple it with a harsh and rau- 
cous attack on Western states as 
warmongers. Instead, he spoke 
of war-time co-operation and 
mutuel association. 

Later, through his news 
sources, he spoke of the Soviet’s 
wish for peaceful trade with her 
sister nations of the world. 

Then came a tiny but im- 
portant straw in the wind. A 
party of newsmen, _ touring 
Europe, sought visas for entry 
into Russia—and to their own 
pleased astonishment received 
them. 

Now comes yet another straw, 
blowing across a slow turning 
world which longs for peace. The 
Russians are willing to exchange 
the sick and wounded prisoners 
from Korea and they suggest a 
resumption of the long-postponed 
peace talks at Panmunjom, 
where before were so many 
fruitless and frustrating meet- 
ings. Negotiations there bogged 
down in the bitter dispute over 
prisoners held by the United 
Nations who had renounced com- 
munism and did not want to be 
réturned to death or prison. 

If the Russians suggest re- 
sumption, they must be ready for 
agreement. 


Why? . 

Always, in the things which 
happen in Russia, there is the 
sound of the dove of peace, along 
with that of the riderless horses 
of war, pestilence and famine 
about to be loosed on the world, 
and the dream-beat of their bra- 
zen hooves has drowned out the 
dove. 

But now, and not merely be- 
cause we wish it so devoutly, the 
dove can be heard, and there is 
not so much noise of guns. 

And into the astonished mind 
there surges the question, 
*““Why?”’ 

Informed sources in Washing- 
ton think it is the Red ‘Army in- 
fluence. They have been most 
hopeful since Stalin died, and 
those who succeeded him moved 
with such precipitate haste to 
undo what the dead dictator had 
so lately done. 

Our. “‘Intelligence’’ 
thusly: 

1—Nowhere in Marx or Lenin 
is there any theory of the con- 
centration ‘of all power in the 
hands of one man. ‘‘Stalinism,”’ 
byewhich Stalin became a legend 
and an absolute monarch, was his 
invention. 

2—Throughout most of the 
years of his power, his chief 
committee, of many such, was 
the Politburo, of 14 members. 
One of the very last acts of his 
life was to replace this with the 
“Presidium”’ of 36 members and 
to dissolve the personal union of 
party and state leadership. 

3—It was this decision, made 
in October by Stalin himself, 
which Malenkov and his as- 
sociates overturned. They re- 
stored a Politburo of 10, with 
an ‘“‘inner council’ of five, and 
frankly said it was done to 
tighten authority. 

4—If there had been any real 
conviction of stability they would

with such obvious seeking of 
support. 


; Three Cogs 


Stalin held all three of the 
great bureaus of government to- 
gether—the Party, the Police, 
the Army. No one else can hold 
them. . . at least our people 
in Intelligence think so. Stalin 
was the glue, the cement, the 
mucilage that held the Soviet 
bloc together and even he could 
not hold Tito, or keep down un- 
rest. He was the god in the 
Communist Machine.

At that time the use of gold as 
money was ended and most of the 
nation’s gold now is in government 
hands. 

Proposals to put a ceiling or 
limit on the percentage of income 
that the government may take as 
taxes have been varied. Many 
state legislatures have backed a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
to limit the amount to 25 per cent 
for individuals and corporations. 

Federal government leaders 
have opposed the limitation almost 
unanimously, partly because of the 
huge advantage # would give the 
largest taxpayers, both corpora- 
tions and individuals. 


FBI Objects

WASHINGTON, March 29 (#—Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover wants to 
get his FBI out of the wun 
comfortable business of summar- 
izing its findings in loyalty and 
security investigations of presiden- 
tial appointees. 

Testifying before a Senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee in a 
closed session, Hoover was said 
by two members to have con- 
tended that a new system adopted 
at the request of the Eisenhower 
administration may subject the 
FBI to future criticism that it is 
biased.

The system was used when the 
FBI prepared its own summary of 
its agents’ reports in the case of 
Charles E. (Chip) Bohlen, con- 
firmed by the Senate Friday to 
be ambassador to Moscow. 

Previously the FBI had made 
its agents’ reports available to the 
attorney general of an aide, who 
then made a summary for the 
White House or for department 
heads. 

This freed the FBI of even re- 
mote responsibility for evaluating 
the information it had collected, 
and kept its agents’ reports from 
getting outside the Justice Depart- 
ment.

There have been many “changes” 
since Stalin’s death. 

Not one has been of great import- 
ance, But added together they assume 
a total of increasing meaning. The 
latest was a long trade treaty with 
China. We must not forget that if we 
are pinned down in Korea, so is China. 
And the Chinese Reds must soon im- 
prove conditions to stabilize their own 
regime. There are signs.of independ- 
ence on the part of the three Soviet 
divisions which Stalin held within his 
own hands—the party, the army, and 
the police. 

So, while it is necessary to watch 
for the double-cross, it is proper to be 
receptive to any legitimate offer of 


peace.

Mr. Roberts’ Action

In view of the storm brewing over 
the head of C. Wesley Roberts, chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, his resignation was the only 
sensible way out.

Roberts is charged with lobbying in 
the State Legislature for the sale, with- 
out having registered as a paid lobbyist. 


Alf Landon, GOP candidate for 
president in 1936, said his fellow Kan- 
san, Roberts, apparently thought since 
the Democrats were 5 percenters, the 
Republicans had to be 10 percenters. 

It is, of course, amusing to the Dem- 
ocrats that their party is not the only 
How- 
ever, memories of mink coats and deep 
freezes are too fresh for them to be too 
gleeful. 

It is well that the GOP administra- 
tion apparently is alert t@ what can 
happen. Under the circumstances, Mr. 
Roberts hardly belonged in its crusade 
parade.

For Korea Action 


WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower 
said recently that what has been happening 
in Korea is not a “police action” but a real 
war. Yet the new administration has been 
in office more than two months and nothing 
has been done to streamline the command 
situation in Washington and give the troops 
in Korea the support they deserve back

setup in Washington adequate to carry on a 
war in which more than 350,000 Americans 
are engaged, more than 2,000,000 men are 
participating as a whole, and in which the 
American casualties alone thus far are in 
excess of 130,000. 

There are at least seven generals, four 
high-ranking Air Force commanders, and 
seven admirals who have in the last three 
years seen lengthy service in the Korean 
War. Some have been prematurely retired. 
All could give excellent advice if called 
back to active duty. They would constitute 
an able advisory staff for a special Chief of 
Staff in the White House, to which Gen. 
James Van Fleet could be appointed by the 
President without any new legislation. 

This special war staff could be instructed 
to work directly with Gen. Mark Clark and 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor in the field. A simple 
directive could be issued that all normal 
operational instructions for the Pentagon 
requested by the Chief of Staff for Korean 
operations, so far as supplies are concerned, 
would be honored promptly by the civilian 
secretaries and by the heads of the armed 
services in Washington. It would be a di- 
rect way to get action for the commanders 
in Korea. 

One reason for the inadequate setup 
today is that the members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are necessarily occupied 
with’ duties involving America’s armed 
services all over the world. Washington has 
regarded the Korean action as a side issue. 
It never has been budgeted as a war. 

Draft calls have gone out every month 
for more soldiers. The lists of killed and 
wounded have been reported steadily and 
there has been a curious complacency. 

The least that can be done is to set up a 
Korean War Staff:in the White House which 
shall report directly to the Commander-in- 
Chief without any barriers in between and 
with top authority to get ammunition and 
weapons to defend our troops against any 
kind of offensive that the enemy might at 
any moment decide to start. It will take 
some of President Eisenhower’s time. But 
with American boys dying in Korea ‘every 
day and more to die tomorrow, is there any- 
thing more important?

Ten Years Bring 
Multiple Changes 


A college professor attempting to make 
plain to his students a meaning of the 
word ‘eternity’? marched to the black- 
board, picked up a piece of chalk and made 
with it a line which stretched around two 
ansnicl of oe room. When he came to a 
geod wey: Window, he pitched the 
* chalk out. ‘“That,’’ he 

= said, “is eternity,”’ 
~ The implication is 
& plain: eternity is a long, 
long time. Measured 
time put beside such a 
standard is meaning- 
less. Ten years, for in- 
stance, is only a faint 
chalk dot dimly seen in 
the fading void of for- 
: evermore. Yet a _ lot 
can happen in 10 years when they are 
measured against the finite years of the 
human life. War and peace come and go, 
the great depart, and the world changes 

with each ticking second. 


Consider, for instance, such a basic mat- 
ter as the way people make their living. 
Ten years may encompass radical changes 
in the vocational life of a nation, a section, 
a state. 


Georgia has dines a lot in this respect 
within the past 10 years. The census peo- 
ple, whose business it is to put a bunch of 
little figures on a jillion big pages, have re- 
corded this change for us. 


In the year 1940 the largest percentage 
of working Georgians were engaged in what 
the tabulators classify as ‘farmers and 
farm managers.’’ This heading, they ex- 
plain, includes tenant farmers and share- 
croppers. In 1940, 18.2 per cent of Geor- 
gia’s labor force was engaged in farm- 
ing, as defined above. The next largest 
classification of employment in the state at 
that time was “operative and _ kindred 
workers.”’ This definition—to be explained 
a few paragraphs farther along—occupied 
15 per cent of Georgia’s employed. 


Ten years later: the farm classification 
is down to 12.5 per cent, and the ‘‘opera- 
tives and kindred workers” classification 
is in first place with 19.8 per cent. In 
third place, and reflecting a 4 per cent 
rise, is ‘‘craftsmen, foremen and kindred 
workers.” 


Professional and technical workers are 
up 1 per cent, and—significantly—the num- 
ber of persons who are self-employed has 
dropped from 26.6 in 1940 to 19.9 in 1950. 


The ‘‘operatives’”’ classification—defini- 
tion promised above—includes such liveli- 
hoods as auto service attendants, motor- 
men, meat cutters, railroadmen, painters, 
textile spinners, textile weavers, tractor 
and truck drivers, welders, plus many, 
many others of this technological age. 
Even metal heaters—a kindred worker, no 
doubt. 

Ten years? The chalk has barely touched 
the blackboard, but a lot of things have 
happened.

Pulse of the Public 


Postal Service Is for the Public, 
Can’t Operate on ‘Business Basis’ 


Atlanta—It is strange that although the 
Post Office department .is one of the few 
government activities producing a substan- 
tial amount of revenue, the idea still per- 
sists among some that the postal service 


- Should be placed upon a ‘“‘business basis’’ 


or made “‘self-sustaining.”” Just why is it 
presumed to be bad governmental policy 
that there should be a deficit in the Post 
Office department, and yet perfectly proper 
that other departments should cost hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars annually—all 
deficit? 


To those who have never given our 
postal system any real study, it seems 
sound economics to talk of conducting it on 
a ‘‘business basis.”” But most of those who 
are inclined to approve such a theory in 
the abstract would be the loudest in their 
protests if it was actually done. If the 
usual methods and principles of business 
were applied to our postal service, about 
the first thing to be eliminated, or dras- 
tically curtailed, would be the Rural Free 
Delivery Service, now run at an operating 
loss of over $70,000,000 annually, accord- 
ing to departmental figures. 


Rates on parcel post, circulars, second- 
class mail and money orders would be 
greatly increased to meet at least the 
actual costs of handling. All free and wel- 
fare services now rendered by the Post 
Office department without charge would 
have to be fully paid for. 


The Post Office department is charged 
with performing a universal service that 
comes to most of the people, the most 
essential service rendered by the govern- 
ment. However, its appropriations, as well 
as its charges for service and most of its 
rates of expenditures, are determined by 
the Congress or by some other government 
agency. 


Postage rates are fixed by Congress. 
In the determination of rates, due consid- 
eration is given to the public welfare and 


-in many cases rates are deliberately set far 


below the cost of performance in the inter- 
est of unrestricted dissemination of news 
and knowledge or to encourage the ex- 
change of commodities. 


Rates of compensation to the railroads 
and to the air service companies for car- 
rying the mail are set by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, respectively. 


The pay granted to the air lines must 
be set at a rate that will permit the air 
lines to continue in operation and show a 
profit. Reference to the report of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board shows that the air lines 
received a subsidy of $34,565,000 during 
1951 and $27,786,000 during 1952. This sub- 
sidy is a charge against the operation of 
the Post Office department. 


Yet, when expenditures exceed reve- 
nues, the Post Office department is criti- 
cized and the meager salaries paid to postal 
employees cited as the cause. 

If the postal service is considered pri- 
marily as a business instead of a public 
service, good business practices would 


prompt immediate expenditures for mod- 


ern equipment. 


Postal employees are rendering efficient 
service. It can be made better. They 
want to make it better. They have pride 
in their sarvice and want it to be without 
flaw. 

They do not expect nor do they ask for 
the unreasonable. They do ask and have 
a right to expect adequate salaries and 
conditions of work commensurate with 
American standards.

There are two reasons Glenn (Pop) Warner has 
never considered Indian Jim Thorpe the greatest football 
player he ever coached. Both has to do with what makes

posal. For how he used what he had, Ernie Nevers was 
his man. I have it in the great teacher’s own careful 
handwriting.

The letter was composed nearly 
three years ago when Coach Warner, 
now retired to his home in Palo Alto, 
Calif., made his contribution to an an- 
nual football series I conduct for Sat- 
urday Evening Post, ‘‘The Best Player 
I Ever Coached.’’ Pop Warner was the 
leadoft man in 1951, and he risked pub- 
lic challenge when he picked a work- 
horse fullback over an all-time all- 
America halfback. Thorpe’s death Sat- 
urday came just two years aftef sports 

ewriters recognized him as not only a 
great football player, but the greatest 

*, athlete of the 1900-1949 half-century. 
Bisher Nevers came out of Willow 

Grove, Minn., to play for Warner at Stanford. He was a great 
inside runner, place-ki¢ker, punter and passer, as versatile 
as Thorpe, but lacking thé Indian’s elusiveness on the outside. 
In 1925, Nevers was a sweeping choice for all-America, 13 
years after Thorpe had been Warner’s meal-ticket at Carlisle 
Institute in Pennsylvania. 

Both later crashed the baseball major leagues, and the simi- 
larity unfortunately continued. Neither was ever a success. Nev- 
ers pitched three seasons for the St. Louis Browns and for a 6-12 
lifetime record. Thorpe tried for parts of six seasons to master 
the curve, the good pitch that Nevers didn’t have. He busted 
National League pitching for a .330 average in 1919, but the Bos- 
ton Braves were not impressed. They returned him to the minors 
the next year and he never appeared in the majors again. 


—Thorpe Ended the Toney-Vaughn Duel 


Thorpe’s one contribution to National League history had fo 
do with the only double not-hit game ever pitched in the majors. 
His dribbling infield single in the 10th scored the only run in the 
legendary match between Fred Toney and big Jim Vaughn on 
May 2, 1917. Toney of Cincinnati, who died this month in Nash- 
ville, was the winner and Vaughn of the Cubs the loser after going 
nine innings without surrendering a hit. 

Baseball was the only sport to which Thorpe gave everything 
he had. It demanded less concentration. It also paid money. 
was also the one sport in which he didn’t have enough to be great. 

After Thorpe’s careless ways, the chance to coach a great 
athlete with Nevers’ all-America attitude brought Warner 
his supreme satisfaction. Penn once defeated the great Car- 
lisle team by a touchdown scored on a long pass in Thorpe’s 
territory. 

*“‘Thorpe was playing safety on defense,’’ Coach Warner says, 
“and it looked as though he should have intercepted or at least 
knocked that pass down. After the game I asked him about it. 

“* ‘Oh, that long pass to Miller?’ he said. ‘Sure, I could have 
kept him from catching it. I saw hima running down the field and 
the long pass he was trying to get under, 
could get to it.’ ”’ 

Such shocks ive caused sudden death in the case of other 
coaches, but the rock-bound Warner is now in his eighties and still 
eating heartily. 


—Thirty-Three Points Through the Line 


Thorpe preferred any other route to the end zone except the 
short-cut through the line, and one Saturday after a scoreless first 
haif with Syracuse on a muddy field Warner called for a change 
of attack. 

‘‘Jim’s end runs did not go very well under the adverse con- 
ditions. Between halves I told him and the team that the ball and 
the footing were so slippery that line plays should be used, and to 
cut out the wide runs. 

*“‘Jim remarked, ‘What’s the use of running through them when 
you can run around them?’ Thorpe and the team took my advice 
and scored 33 points in the second half. After that, Jim took great- 
er pleasure in hitting the line more often.”’ 


The big Indian was never bound by training rules, but the 
intense Nevers faithfully took pride in conditioning. ‘‘I don’t 
want to say anything not of a laudable nature about Jim,” he 
said, “‘but he was at times a bit off the beam in observing 
training rules.’’ 

Who can say that Thorpe would have been a greater athlete 
with Nevers’ attitude? Perhaps it was his unemotional disposi- 
tion that made him the great athlete he was. Surely he has the 
record on his side, for no other athlete has even been an all-Amer- 
ica football player, an Olympic champion, and a major league 
football and baseball player. 

In conclusion, Warner made his point as niftily as Thorpe 
ever made a downfield run. 

“If you were a spectator,”’ he said, 
you were a coach, you'd take Nevers.

EVEN TEXAS ADMITS 


By HAROLD V. RATLIFF 

AUSTIN, Texas, March 29—(?i—Wes Santee, 
greatest runner Bill Easton ever had at Kansas, 
also is a team man. He passed up the Bankers 
Mile at Chicago to be with the team in the Texas 
Relays here. 

Easton, track coach of the Jayhawks, was 
sure glad Wes did, Kansas was able to domi- 
nate the Texas Relays as they hadn’t been dom- 
inated in a decade. And Santee, the man with 
the chop stride, turned in the most sensational 
performance in the 26 years of the big track-and- 
field carnival. 

Santee anchored four relay teams to victory. 
Two of them set records and another tied one. 
Wes ran a 4:06.7 mile—the fastest mile ever 
turned in at the Texas Relays and the fastest 
of Santee’s track career. This great race brought 
the Kansas four-mile team an American record 
of 17:14.0. The young Irishman with a trace of 
Indian blood in him also had done a 1:49.4 half- 
mile in sparking the sprint medley relay team 
to 3:21.8, which bettered the recognized world’s 
record for the event by nine-tenths of a second. 

Kansas tied the Texas Relays’ record of 
7:41.8 in the two-mile relay as Santee whipped 
up a 1:51.9 half. His other race—anchor mile on 
the distance medjey—was in 4:19.2. Easton said 
Santee could probably have done that under 
4:10 but that he had told Wes to run just fast 
enough to win. The Kansas junior had run in 
the sprint relay 40 minutes before, and Easton 
didn’t want him trying too hard in the distance 
medley. 

An under 4:10 mile would have bettered the 
record of 4:06. It was the only relay in which 
Kansas failed to equal or beat the record. 

Santee last week had been given approval 
of the Big Seven Conference to run in the Bank- 
ers Mile of the Chicago Daily News meet in 
Chicago. It was a fine opportunity, and Easton 
says Santee would have won it. But he chose to 
stay with the team at the Texas Relays.

Single Law 
Revision Set 
By Einstein 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 


PRINCETON, N. J., March 29 (Pp 
—Albert Einstein has revised his 
great theory which seeks to ex- 
plain, in one law, everything in 
the universe, it was announced 
today. 

He thinks his change is an im- 
provement, and that it makes his 
theory more convincing. 

But he admits he does not yet 
know. He doesn’t know how to 
prove it—how to show that it de- 
scribes real things, whether inside 
atoms or in the starry expanse of 
the universe. 


CAN’T BE SOLVED 


For his new mathematical equa- 
tions apparently can’t be solved 
by present knowledge in mathe- 
matics, by Einstein or anybody 
else. That’s a maim problem in 
telling whether the theory really 
describes what goes on in -the 
world and universe. 


While it is easy just to Say, 
“Einstein has done it again,” his 
achievement commands attention. 
It was his theory of relativity, pre- 
dicting that matter can be changed 
into energy, and vice versa, which 
was the basis of atomic energy. 
It was years before that theory 
was proved and accepted. 


WHAT HE’S DOING 

So no one can say now whether 
his new theory is good and impor- 
tant or not. 

Without mathematical symbols 
or equations, this is what Einstein 
is doing: 

In 1950, after 30 years’ work, 
Einstein published his new theory, 
calling it the generalized theory of 
gravitation. It also is known as 
the unified field theory. 


This theory is an expansion of 
the laws of gravitation to include 
the strange forces which form 
atoms and hold them together. 
These atomic forces are electricity 
and magnetism, or electromag- 
netism. 

FORLORN HOPE 


Its publication was a sensation. 
But the Nobel prize-winning Ein- 
stein, now 74, drew little support 
from other theoretical physicists. 
Most seem to think it is a forlorn 
hope to try for such a _ unified 
field theory. 

Sticking to his guns, Einstein 
has worked on. His revised, or 
improved, theory is published to- 
day by Princeton University press 
as Appendix II to his book, ‘‘The 
Meaning of Relativity.” 

It is a complicated mathemati- 
cal extension of his unified theory. 
The change is based upon using a 
method which compares different 
systems of equations dealing with 
the field of gravitation. | 


ONE SET OF EQUATIONS 

His earlier theory permitted 
choice of several sets of equations 
to include electromagnetism, and 
relate it to gravitation. 

The revised theory offers the 
choice of one particular set of 
equations which he believes links 
gravitation and electromagnetism. 

A main trouble has been that 
there are different mathematical 
rules to express gravitation, or to 
describe electromagnetism. The

Of Happiness 


Mrs. M. G. Williams, who lives in the Darlington Apartments 
on Peachtree Rd., sent me the details of an encounter which I 
found so moving—and, in a way, strengthening—that I pass 
them on here. 

A friend and neighbor of Mrs. Williams, one of the 1,600 
people who live in the big skyscraper apartment house, got on 
the bus the other day and sat down next to a pleasant-looking 
older woman who had been busy gazing out the window. She 
wasn’t a particularly smart-looking woman but she was decently 
and respectably clad and she had a look of cheerfulness about 
her that Mrs. Williams’ friend found engaging. 


Immediately she began a conversation. 
‘Sure is a passe] of people in that apartment,’’ she remarked. 


The apartment dweller admitted that it was true, but because 
she is one of those people who likes apartment life and takes 
pride im her own compact unit, she felt constrained to add: “But 
we are happy and have a good time. So many nice people live 
there.” 


The older woman said she thought that was nice and then 
after a moment she added, “I live ina big place, too, and we 
sure do have a passel of folks there.”’ 

And then she said proudly, ‘“‘We are happy and have a good 
time ourselves.” 

‘“‘Where do you live?’”’ asked the apartment dweller. 

Without hesitation, the older woman answered: “In the 
almshouse.”’ : 

To those of us who know the almshouse that answer brings 
no particular shock. Mrs. Williams reported that her friend was 
greatly touched and feels a deeper sense of appreciation for her 
opportunity to live in a “‘passel’’ of people where she does. 


There’s a great deal of pleasure and pride among the dwell- 
ers in the almshouse. In fact, considering that it is the institution 
which has always spelled poverty and helplessness and the end 
of hope to most people, it is a remarkably pleasant, attractive 
place. Mrs. Elizabeth Boyington, the superintendent, sets the mood 
and a lot of kind Atlanta people contribute their time and efforts 
and money to bring extra brightness to the old people there. 


Every time I hear of an old person who has been rescued from 
squalor and filth and taken to the almshouse I heave a sigh of 
relief. Only last week police reporters and doctors at Grady Hos- 
pital were disturbed over an old woman in her 80s who was found 
hungry and ill in a room over a Decatur St. store. She was help- 


less and her place was adrift in garbage and vermin. If Grady > 


had taken her in she would have occupied a bed needed by some- 
one who was critically ill. When she was finally removed to the 
almshouse everybody felt better. 

She’ll] have no swanky apartment but she will be clean and 
looked after. 

In a way it’s dreadful that we have to have such institutions. 
There should be a better place for old people—homes of their 
own and folks of their own to give them care out of love and duty. 
But lacking that, the almshouse is a pretty good place. I have 
read and reread James Michener’s account in ‘‘Fires of Spring’”’ 
of the little boy who was reared on the poor farm in Pennsylvania. 
He didn’t know the poor farm was supposed to be a sad place, 
although from time to time, especially in the spring, an old man 
might hang himself in the barn. He thought of it only as his home, 
peopled by the old men and women who were his friends~ and 
mentors. Michener wrote of the poor farm with so much tender- 
ness, I wish he knew of the cheerful old lady on the bus.

When William Kidd appeared before the city commission 
in 1848 and asserted that Whitehall from the railroad tracks to 
Alabama St. was only a pig path and a disgrace to the ‘‘durn’”’ 
town, the commissioners agreed. They immediately passed a 
resolution that if Kidd didn’t like it, he could improve the street 
to suit himself—at his own expense.

When the first street improvement tax was assessed, 
the residents dared the commissioners to try to collect. They 
didn’t. It was 10 years before the city’s fathers got up the 1 - he 5 3 
necessary courage to order sidewalks laid in the center of the 
city at the taxpayers’ expense. The first improvement of this 
kind was on Peachtree from Marietta to Walton, on Marietta 
from Peachtree to Forsyth, and on Decatur from Five Points 
to Ivy St.

I saw her just once. 

We had gone into a London 
silversmith’s shop on Regent 
St., attracted by souvenir ash- 
trays which commemorated the 
death of King George V, on 
Jan. 20, 1936; the accession of 
King Edward VIII and his abdi- 
cation on Dec. 10, 1936, and the 
accession of his brother, King 
George VI, on Dec. 11, 1936. 

No one knew it then but the 
death of one British king, the 
abdication of another and his 
replacement by a third within 
the space of less than 12 months 


was a prelude to England’s de- . 


cline as a world power. 


As we emerged from.the shop, 
with three of the silver and 
bronze trays, Mrs. Jack Benny 
suddenly acted as though seized 
by an apoplectic fit. Completely 
speechless, all she could do was 
point wildly to a car which had 
driven up to the curb. Foot- 
men popped out, bobbies sud- 
denly appeared and out stepped 
Queen Mary. 


In our wrapped packages we 
held the story of her family, or 
at least a silver and bronze 
synopsis. Here, a few feet away 


. Was the widow and mother of 


the three kings represented in 
our souvenir purchases, 


She was every inch a queen. 
She smiled faintly at the star- 
tied ¢rowds. Then her woman 
companion whispered to her, 
Yooking at the three of us who 
obviously were Americans. 


. Queen Mary turned ever so 
slightly in our direction and in- 


- clined her head but we were too’ 
. frozen. to do anything but look 


back blankly. It was as though 


, 


that Hitler was something more 
than a lunatic. Six years young- 
er than the dowager queen, 
Churchill was in the British 
tradition of Gladstone and Dis- 
raeli but England disregarded 
his warnings. 

The only constant quality in 
Great Britain, from the 1936 
abdication of King Edward VIII 
to 1953, was the queenly mother 
love of the dowager queen for 
the weakest of her children, the 
Duke of Windsor. 

In the past 17 years her life 
was crowded with sorrow, the 
deaths of her children and the 
sickness of her nation. In the 
foreground of her thoughts al- 
ways was Windsor. 

Throughout it all, she re- 
mained, every inch, a queen.
